The Annual Report of Mana- 
ger Stewart. | 


A VERY FAVORABLE EXHIBIT. 


All of the Banks in the Association 
in a Healthy Condition—Clear- 
ing? and Balances for 
the Past Year. 


Manager George H. Stewart, of the 
Los Angeles Clearing House has com- 
piled his report for the past year, and 


submitted the same to the association. 


It indicates avery healthy condition 
of the finances of the city, and is 
herewith’printed, as follows: 

THE REPORT. 


To the Los Angeles Clearing House Asso- 
clation, Los Angeles, Cal.—GENTLEMEN: 
Another year has been added to the exist- 
ks and clients; twelve more 
months of activity have furnished our city 
with additional banks and a larger client- 
age; about three hundred busiuess days 
have left their impress on our bovks and 
memory. In the main, we can contemplate 
with satisfaction this record, so far as the 
banking fraternity is coneerned. No pes- 
tilence or fatality has invaded our official 
ranks, nor, with perhaps a single exception, 
has serious sickness fastened its hand upon 
apy of our members, On the contrary, there 
have been additions to the official roster in 
the appointment of assistant cashiers in two 
of our older banks, We have also been abie 
to furnish San Francisco with a financier 
who, though guiding the Nevada Bank 
with its $3,000,000 of capital, is not unmind- 
ful of the interests of his former feliow- 
citizens. Most of ushave been quietiy de- 
voting ourselves to local needs and routine 
duties, though not forgetful of the fact that 
a broad-shouldered member has traveled 
across the continent, formulated and pre- 
sented to our Eastern cousins a plan for cur- 
rency issue broad enough to cover the whole 
United States. 

Sioce the date of my last reportone com- 
mercial bank has opened its doors for busi- 
ness, May lst, 1890, under the title of the 
Broadway Bank, with acapital of $50,000. 
Other banks are either abuut ready tu begin 
operations or are in process of organization. 
The Postoffice Savings Bank and Trust 
Company has changed its name, incorpor- 
ating under the title of the Main Street 
Savings Bank and Trust Company, with 
the sume officers in charge. 

ln view of the strong financial ebb-tide 
which setin against us some time since, it 
is somewhat reassuring to find, according 
to bank commissioner’s reports, that the un- 
dertow has carricod away, from July 
1889 to July 1st, 1890, less than two per cent. 
of the egnregate bank deposits of our city, 
a loss more than offset by the depositsin new 
country banks tributary to this city. Al- 
though no published datais now obtainable, 
Iam safein assuming that the aggregate 
deposits have increased from July to Octo- 
ber a larger percentage than for the same 
period in 1889, thus bringing us in this par- 
ticular in advance of our position one year

“fo refer especially to the work of tle 
Clearing House Association, the volume of 
clearings for the month of September, 1890. 
shows a gain over the month of August of 
over $437,000, and over the month of July of 
over $290,000, Theclearings for September, 
1890, also show an increase over the same 
month in 1889 of some $6,000, very slight to 
be sure, but hevertheless, an increase. 
Could the returns from the three commer- 
cial banks not yet members be added, the 
figures would be decidedly and materially 
in favor of 1890,

THE BELT ROAD. 


Mayor Hazard Has Not Yet ‘Signed 
vee the Franchise. 

Mayor Hazard was busy all day yes- 
terday looking over the communica- 
tions received from the opponents of 
the Electric Belt Railroad, and denied 
himself to ali visitors. The door of 
his private office was locked, and Clerk 
Robinson was kept busy informing vis- 
itors that His Honor could not be 
bothered. Late yesterday afternoon 
the Mayor was seen, and when asked 
if the franchise had been signed, re- 
plied that it had not, but beyond this 
was very non- committal, and declined 
to even intimate what his intentions 
are. He has until 12 oclock tonight to 
make up his mind, and by that time 
will probably be ready to either sign 
or veto the measure. 

It is understood that the Mayor per- 
sonally is ia favor of the road; in fact, 
he has so expressed himself openly, 
buat very strong pressure is being 
brought to bear to secure the veto of 
the ordinance, and the matter will 
probably remain in doubt up to the last 
minute.

THEIR DUTIES, QUALIFICATIONS 
AND COMPENSATION. 


One Republican and One Demo-« 
‘cratic for Each Precinct—List 
of the Appointments 
Already Made. 


Under an order made by Unit 
States Judge Erskine M. Ross, some 
days ago, the appointment of ninety- 
four federal supervisors of election 
is now in progress. Under the provi- 
sions of the United States statutes, in 
cities of over twenty thousand people 
two supervisors of election are named 
at Congressional! elections for each pre- 
cinctin the city. One must be a 
Democrat, the other a Republican. 
Both must reside in the precinct from 
which they are appointed and in 
which they are expected to act. 

Gen. John Mansfield is the Chief 


Supervisor for this district. He recom- — 


mends to Judge Ross the ninety-four 
appointments for supervisors. Gen. 
Mansfield can really recommend any 
one he sees fit, but he has left the mat- 
ter entirely in the hands of the Repub-. 
lican and Democratic County com- 
mittees. He recommends only such 
names as are to him recommended by 
the officers df the central committees 
of the parties. 
The recommendation of the Chief 
Supervisor, together with the applica- 
tion for appointment, is presented to 
Judge Ross and the appointment duly 
made. ‘he appointee is then duly 
sworn in and acommission issued to 
him taking effect immediately upon its 
issuance. | 


- ‘The supervisors receive .$5 a day for 


their services, but they are not per- 
mitted to draw pay for more than ten 
days. They have power to supervise 
and inspect registration and to correct 
any and all errors or mistakes they 
may hear of. They are required-to be

YORK. 


The wonderful growth of the Cali- 
fornia fruit trade is surprising the in- 
.| habitants of Gotham. Until last year, 
-|our exports, except in rare cases, did 
‘| not reach farther than Chicago, but 
. | now the New York trade in California 
‘| fruits has become an important indus- 
"| try, the ultimate expansion of which 
appears to be only limited by the sup- 
‘| ply. 
The New York Sun recently devoted 
-|a long article tothe growth of ‘this 
‘j}industry. It shows that now Califor- 
nia fruits adorn nearly every big and 

little fruit stand in town. ‘The Sun is 
'| kind enough to say that California 
fruits ‘‘excel the finest native pro- 
‘j}ducts in beauty and size, vie with 
them in flavor, and are not so dear 
that a workingman cannot afford to 
buy some for his wife or sweetheart.”’ 
This isin pleasing contrast to the de- 
preciatory remarks on California fruit 
which recently appeared in unother New 
York paper. 

A short time ago, Tokay grapes fro 
California sold in New York for fifty 
cents a pound, while now they can be 
bought for ten and fifteen cents. In 
all, California will this year send into 
New York and neighboring States 
five thousand tons of grapes, pears, 
peaches, prunes and plums, which is 
about halt of what goes to Chicago. 
The Sun says, referring to this State: 


She has got a grip on the affections of the 
fruit lovers hereabouts. by offering them 
only her best products, and she is going to 
try tokeepit. Our native fruit is not hold- 
ing its own against the Western invader, 
This is especially true of pears, which are 
much inferlor to the luscious, clear-skinned 
California Bartletts that may be seen on 
hundreds of standsin tempting, picturesque 
pyramids of gold and rose. 

New York will this year send Cali- 
fornia $400,000 for fruit, and two years 
hence this amount may be ten times 
as large. Apart from the substantial 
profit of the business, it is about the 
best advertising agency which the 
State could possibly have. 


IN the course of an article on patron- 
age in office in the Century, Henry 
Cabot Lodge makes the following 
trenchant remarks on the spoils 
system: 

The system of patronage in offices we 
have always had, but itis none the less a 
system born of despotisms and aristocracies, 
aud it is the merest cart to call it American, 
It is a system of favoritism and nepotism, 
of political influence and personal intrigue.

PROCEEDINGS OF THE AMERICAN 
BOARD AT MINNEAPOLIS. 


Causes of the Falling off in Contri- 
butions—A Report Which Cre- 
ated Considerable Discus- 
sion—Changes Proposed. 


By Telegraph to The Times., 
» MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 9.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The most interesting 
paperto come before the American 
Board of Foreign Missions today, and 
one which called forth acrimonious 
debate, was the report of the Commit- 
tee of Nine appointed a year ago to ex- 
emine into the method of administra- 
tion of the officials of the board in Bos- 
ton, especially the methods employed 
by the home secretary in ascertaining 
the qualifications of candidates for the 
Missouri field. The chairman of 
the committee is Astor Walker 
of New York, and associated 
with him are others represent- 
ing the two great wings of the board, 
but not extremists in any sense. The 
report made a detailed showing of the 
finances of the board and compared 
what the board has received yearly for 
its work with what is given to our 
large benevolent societies of church. 
The figures showed that, while the con- 
tributions to these other bodies have 
been increasing year by year, as the 
church grew, there has n practi- 
cally no increase in donations 
the American Board. This - 
state of affairs the paper 
argued, shows the dissatisfaction in 
the churches, ending in the quarrels 
that have come as a result of the pres-. 
ent system of administration. 

The report, which was a lengthy 
one, was summed up inthe form of 
resolutions at the conclusion. These 
provide that a committee on the treas- 
urer’s seport be appointed by the 
6 annual meeting next prev- - 
ious to the meeting at which the com- 
mittee is called on to act, that the treas- 
urer’sreport be sent as soon as ready 
to each member of the committee, that 
the by-laws be amended to provide that 
the auditors shall annually employ an 
expert confirming the treasurer’s re- 
ports and accounts; that there be a 
substantial increase of the force em- 
ployed by the board to bring the inter- 
ests of its missions before the churches 
contributing to its support. 

The resolutions further provide, with 
reference to missionary appointments, 
that questions Nos. 1 and 2 for can- 
didates be amended to read: 

Question ‘1.—What are your views re- 
specting each of the leading doctrines of the 
scripture commonly held by the churches 
sustaining this board? In answering this 
question you may use your own language 
orrefer to any creeds of acknowledged 


writ. 

Question 2.—Have you any view at var- 
jance with these doctrines or any views of 
church government which would prevent 
your cordial codperation with missionaries 
of this board? 

These questions being so amended, 
all applications for appointment shall 
be made as now to the corresponding 
secretaries of the board. The commu- 
nications shall be presented forthwith 
to the Prudential Committee. In case 
of a desire for further scrutiny into the 
theological opinions of the candidates, 
it shall be held through interview with 
the committee as a body, or if this is 
not practicable, with a sub-committee 
consisting in part of laymen. At such 
examination the doors shall be open for 
the presence of any member of the 
wry or personal friend of the candi- 

ate. . 

The debate on this matter was-a 
most animated one. Dr. Joseph Cook 
opened the attack un the paper, and 
was replied to by Dr. Quint. Then the 
venerable Dr. Thompson of Boston, 
for many years chairman of the Pru- 
dential Committee, severely criticised 
the methods of the Committee of Nine.. 
He took exceptions to the report as 
reflecting against the secretaries and 


Prudential Committee. 


Dr. Walker replied warmly that his‘ 
committee had abundant evidence for 
the ground it had taken, but hadppre- 


ferred to suppress it. However, since | 


Dr._Thompson had precipitated mat- 
ters, he would make it public. He then 
read aseries of letters regarding certain 
young lady students in Wellesley Col- 
lege, who were rejected.as missionaries 
some years ago.

THE CHINESE CASES. 


Officers Dunn and Johnson’s Exam~ 
ination at Norwalk Today. 


The examination of Police Officers 
Duan and Jobason, arrested some days | 


ago, on. the complaint of a Chinaman, | 


sworn to appear before the Justice of 
the Peace at Norwalk, will take place 
at that town today. The officers are 
charged with malicious mischief in 
breaking down some iron doors in 
Chinese gambling houses, which is 
forbidden by an ordinance passed by 
the Council. The case is a peculiar 
one in many respects, and before it is 
concluded there are likely to besome 
sensational developmeuts. In the 
first place, while some doors have 
doubtless been broken, the officers now 
under arrest have not happened to be 
on any of the raidsin which this was 
done. Wells, Guthrie & Lee were 
the attorneys for the Chinese in one 
case before Justice Austin, when a de- 
cision was given that the ordinance 
was valid. Col, Wells was very much 
put out over the decision, and declared 
that the officers had no more right to 
break down a door in Chinatown than 
they would have in his own huuse, and 
insisted that the ordinance would be 
knocked out before the higher courts. 
The Chinese tried to get a complaint 
against the officers, but the District 
Attorney refused to issue one. Nor 
would any magistrate inthecity. The 
Norwalk justicoisa law student in 
the office of Wells, Guthrie & Lee, and 
concluded to doa little detective work, 
as he supposed, on the side. On sev- 
eral occasions he spoke to the officers, 
telling them that they had the right to 
break down doors, and af the depot, on 
several occasions, tried to pump Dunn, 
as to what officers had taken part in 
the Chinatown raids. He was not 
very successful, however, and no one 
suspected what he was up to until 
the warrants were issued by him, 
and Dunn and Johnson were arrested. 
They were taken to the office of Wells, 
Guthrie & Lee, where they were ad- 
mitted by the student-magistrate to 
bail in the sum of $25 each, which was 

romptly given. The matter was then 
loamae to the attention of the Police 
Commissioners, who requested the City 
Attorney to defend the officers, which 
he agreed to do. 

The officers willleave for Norwalk 
this morning. Deputy City Attorney 
W. Dunn will also go along to conduct 
the defense, and Chief Glass will ac- 
company the party. The indications 
are that the examination will be 
lively affair, as the justice,will proba- 
bly be handled without gloves.

The Lack’ of Beauty Among Con- 
tinental Women -— Types in 
France, Germany, Switz~

AMSTERDAM, Sept. 24.—[Special cor- 
respondence.}] 1 watched her from the 
moment she sat down to “early bite,”’ 


breakfast of coffee, bread and her- 
rings. She had brown hair combed 
loosely back from a white forehead, 
large gray eyes and a fresh complexion. 
That she was American was evident 
even before she smiled the waiter, in 
his shabby dress suit, speechless as she 
asked for ice water. She wore a pretty 
traveling gown of black and gray. She 
put her elbows on the tablecloth, but 
the curves of her round arms were 80 
graceful that one was easy when she 
assumed a more conventionui pose. 

I watched her butter her rolls and 
pat the gray-haired business man, 
evidently her father, on the back, and 
g00n a marauding expedition across 
the table for an extra lump of sugar 
for her mother’s chocolate.

He 
puts cigar holders and match receivers’ 
into nineteen compartments out of 
twenty, the twentieth being nomi- 
nally, not often actually, reserved for 
‘‘non-smokers.” The German news- 
papers are for. men and education. 
The German woman looketh well to 
the ways of the household, but to the 
foreigner she seems to spend much 
time on little things,and to lose the 
light that shinés behind the face iit 
from the flame of the world’s thinking 
and feeling. If she would but for a 
moment put aside her knitting. Life 
is not all stockings, 

The German woman does not dress 
well, and here she loses by comparison 
with France or England. She has 
adopted the tailor gown, but German

ward wrinkies,. She wears the sailor 
hat also, and it ig even less becoming 
to her round face than to the English 
long one.

Wild Animals in Connecticut. 


Otters and minks were very scarce in 
Connecticut a dozen years ago, and it 
was feared that the animals might be- 
come extinct, for their hides were worth 
from $5 to $10 apiece, and everybody 
hunted them. Then suddenly fashion 
changed her mind about the value of 
mink and otter skins, the price went 
down and now the animals abound in 
the state again. So numerous have 
minks become there that they are get- 
ting to be quite familiar with country 
people. Recently a mink, frightened by 
a sharp thunder storm, fled out of a 
meadow, rushed into a farmer’s dwell- 
ing, and raced from room to room until 
a hound caught him upstairs in a cham- 
ber. 

A still more remarkable incident gc- 
curred in Hartford a few daysago. A 
mink trotted right into the heart of the 
city, among throngs of people on the 
streets, and passed all kinds of dogs 
with impunity,’ and finally made his 


Asylum street. In the yard men cor- 
nered him and tried to capture him 
alive, but he fought so desperately that 
they -had to kill him.—Philadelphia 
Ledger. 


Mountains Fall of Gold. 


Recent explorations of the Olympic 
mountains have been of great interest 
to mining men. A geologist, who has 
given some attention to the work of the 
exploring parties, says: “I have exam- 
ined many specimens from the Olympic, 
but until of late they were of low grade 
outcroppings. Recently, however, some 
extremely rich specimens have been re- 
ceived. These new discoveries have ex- 
cited a great deal of interest in prospect- 
ors in this region, and specimens are 
coming in rapidly. Not long since I re- 
ceived one piece that was so rich that 1 
refused to assay it, as it could not possi- 


sayed over $100,000 per ton. There could 
not possibly have been in any locality 
any considerable quantity of quartz so 
-rich. I have long known that this dis- 
trict was rich in coal andiron. I am 
now convinced that it hides vast treas- 
ures of silver and gold. Numerous pros- 
pecting parties are being fitted out, and 
hundreds of prospectors are already in 
the mountains, which are quite easy of 
access.” —Tacoma (Wash.) Cor. St. Louis 
Republic. 


Miles Upon Miles of Whales. 


The officers and passengers of the 
steamship Veendam state that when the 
vessel was at about latitude 45, longi- 
tude 41, onSaturday,Aug. 23, they passed 
through the largest herd of whales that 
has been seen in the north Atlantic for 
many years. Professor J. L. Howe, of 
Louisville,.who was a passenger, said:
